Dear Ms. Boyd:

During the Oral Arguments today, Commissioner Whitfield requested that Blue
Granite Water Company (the "Company" ) provide the calculation by which the
Company arrived at the amount of $ 5,970 per day referenced in its Conditional
Petition for Approval of Accounting Order filed on August 24, 2020. The $5,970
per day is derived from the $5,416,736 annual revenue requirement authorized
by the Commission subtracted from the Company's $7,595,947 annual revenue
requirement secured by the bond, divided by 365 days per year (($7,595,947—
$ 5,416,736) /365 = $5,970.44). As explained in the Conditional Petition, added
to this amount would be the cost of providing additional notice to customers
and carrying costs on the deferred amounts until recovered from customers.
